Air before the Sabixes invaded the Ro- 
ans: and the three that appeared in 
the Heavens, and in a ftrange manner 
Ghtended each with other for fuperioricy, 
not long before the cruel contention that 
happened between Galba, Otho and 
tellus, for the Empire of Rome. Andthe

wn, in the: year 1233. which prefaged 
that unappeafable quarrel between Hen- 
ry the third King of England , and the 
Lords of the kingdom: ana alfo the fore- 
nuner of that fi ad devaftation to England, 
by fire and [word ; it being then confumed 
and utterly deftroyed from Wales to Sali{- 
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— 
bary swith many more: referving them for 
the fecond part of this Trearife.

others,tur four: and che learned Ariffotle, 
de maketh only two Spe- 
§ cies of them,wz.tremor pulfus ; a trem- 
_ 9 bling anda beating. But among all thefe 
§ opinions, that which admits of five feveral 
fs & kinds or Species, feemeth ro carry the moft 
€ § apparent fhew of reafon, there being a 
d. 7 manife(t and apparent difference between 
f § each of chem ;and accordingly I fhall give 
you a defcription of each ofthemsand they 
0 @ thus follow: 
1. The firft-kinde of Earthquake» is-a 
laceral or fide-fong fhaking ; as when the

whole force or fury of the wind driveth 


to one place only, there being no contrary 
motion co let or hinder it. Many Hills and 
Buildings have been rufhed down by this 
kind of Earthquake, efpecially when the 
wind ‘caufing ic, was fierce and ftrong ; 
for if ic happen to be a weak and feeble 
wind, ic only loofneth or unfatineth the 
foundations ; but if it be lefs weak, then 
without further harm, che Earth only 
fhakes like one fick of an ague. 
~ a. The fecond kindis not fo much Ia- 
teral or fide-long, as perpendicular, or up- 
righc ; and happenech when the earth 
with great violence is fo lifted up, that the 
buildings thereof are likely co fall; and fud- 
denly it finketh down again: for after the 
wind or vapour that canfed the earth ro 
fwell,is broke out ofacs prifon the earth 
returnethtoits old place, even as it was 
before. 

3. The third kind of Earthquake is, cal- 
Hyatus a gapingsrending or cleaving 
of the earth ; one pare thereof being dri- 
ven fo far from the other, rhac whole 
Towns, Cities, Rivers, Hills, Rocks and 
Seas, andthe like, are fwallowedup> and 
never feen againslike unto chat which hap- 
penedin che year 244. poft Chriftum. 
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4. The fourth kind of Earthquake is 2 
fhaking chat caufeth- finking, and is far 
differing from the former ; for now the 
Farch fplicrech nor, but finkeths, ic hap- 
pening in fuch places , where thongh the 
furface or upper parts of the earth be fo- 
lid andfirm, yet che foundation thereof ‘is 
but fale ; which being moiftened by waters 
being driven through it by che force of the, 
fhaking exhalation, is turned to water al- 
fo. And afcer this manners according to 
the reftimony of the famous Plato, was 


the Atlantique Ocean from an Ifland turn-

5+ The fifth and laft kind of Earthquakes 
is different from the former : for as before 
the ground finks down, fo now it is -caft

Mitts, Rains, Snows, Hayls, Now 
fumes afcend & pafs the loweft and middle 
Region of the Air,and are carryed up even 
into the highelt Region : And there by 
 reafon of their exceffive hear, and neer- 
nefs unto the fire, they are kindled, andj 
admit of and receive divers fiery imptef-ff Je 
fions ; and being of a vifcous and clammy 
nature and fubftance, and diverfly difper- 
fed, they appear to thofe thac inhabic the 
Earth; like Dragons; Goats, Spears, Darts, 
Beams, Torches, @c. and have thefe ap- 
pellations given them; for that in their ap- 
pearance they refemble fuch like fhapel 
and forms (ad vifum) and alfo reprefendg.. 
them in their Actions. 


Now I fhall firft treat of thofe oe | 
chat

that are hot and dry, (becanfe they are 
the moft prodigious and remarkable,) and 
fhew their feveral caufes in nature agree= 


able to their apparitions and fhapes. And 
thofe be.

1. Of flying Dragons. 


= This Meteor, Draco volans, or the fly- 
ing Dragonsby many called a fire-Drake,is, 
according to Afeuror, fol. 1 17. (although 


ginfhew monftrous to behold) nothing elfes 
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but a fiery exhalation, very great in quan- 
tity, Whole matter is very thick, and as 
it Were hard tempered together ; and be- 
ing conglutinoufly conjoyned, ic afcends 
(or is rather drawn up) into the cold Re 
gion, and is by chat forcibly bearen back 
again : by che force and violenee of which 
motion, it is fet on fire, and fo violently 
sme and made crooked : for the matter 
zing glewed fo faft cogether, that the 
repulfe of the Region divides it nor ; but 
by an “Avtimelsans, Antiperifiafis, or en- 
counter Of contraries » is ca{t into fuch a 
fafhion or form,thar it perfectly reprefents 
the fhape of a Dragon. 
Then, the exhalation teing formed and 
fired; flyeth along inthe air , and turneth 
ic felf to and fro , upward and downward, 


according cro the motion of the wind, and 
the cold clouds it meets withal ; and foic 
_ begets the greater terror in thofe that. be-. 


hold it.some have rhoughte that rhis-Mete- 
or,by reafon of irs ftrange appearanceshath 
been the Devil ; becaufe the Scripture 
faith, Thar the Devil ws the Prince of the 
; And inanother place, That he 
a great Dragon: Of which conceit, I read. 
amerry (and I believe a crue) {tory in 
Di. Falk.» where in his Difcourfe of Me-

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ttors, {peaking of fiery flying Dragons, 
as Bfach--- 
That on aCMayday, when many young 
ds i folk, went abroad in the mormng, I remem- 
Biber (faithhe) by fix a clock, in the fore- 
ck §j 00, there was news came to Londons that the 
ch § Devil the fame morning was feen flying 
tly Fover the Thames; but afterwards came 
et words that he alighted at Stratford, and 
he I there he was taken and fer in the flocks. And 
ut B that though he would fain have diffembled 
ne the matters by turning himfelf into the like- 
ve(s of amany yet was he known well enough 
ts by his cloven foot. I knew fome then li- 
ving that went to fee him; and returnings 
nd «firmed , that he was feen flying in 
th but was not taken prifoner. L remem- 
d, ber alfo that fome wifhed he had been 
nd fi frot at with Guns or fhafis, as he flew 
it over the Thames. Bue this learned Author 
e- divinely concludes---- f.rthis Devil 
e~ B(faich he) J fuppofe it was a fiery Dragons 
th §-----very fearful to look on, as though he 
re Bhad life, becaufe he moved; whereas it was 
he rathing elfe but clouds and (moak, So 
is God, that he can fear his ene= 
ad. mies with thefe and {uch like overationsy 
in wherecf fome may be found in 
e- B holy Scripture. Thus far Dr. Fulke in 
1s his Diicourfe of Meteors. ‘There 
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There are fome hold, thac this 


Meteor is made arid fafhionedinto fuch 


a fhape and form, between two clonds 


of contrary or differing nacures ; the one 
hor, the other cold (which differs little 
‘from the former :) then the higheft pare 
of the exhalation, by its being attenuated 
and made thin, appears and fhews ic felf as 
the neck of the Dragon: and the middle 
ese for that it was lately in che repulfe 
wed and made crooked; doth fymme- 
trically reprefent the form of the Dragons 
belly : And the loweft part thereof, by the 
- fame repulfe, turning upward, maketh the 
Tayl; which appeareth much fmaller then 
the others for that it is commonly further 
off, and for that the cold bindech ic. 
And thus much for chis Meteor. 


2. Of dancing Goats. 


Capra faltantes, or dancing Goats, are 
fo called, becaufe like unto balls of wild- 
fire or fquibs , they dance, skip and leap 
from one place to another in the Heavens 
the air. Wolf. Meur.fol.1 16. 

This Meteor is caufed when the exhala- 


tion being hor and dry; is dividedintotwo @ 


parts or bodies, as when two Torches are 
{een 
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_Whirer, as the exhalation whereof it con= 
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feen neer one another, and the flame feap- 


eth or danceth diverfly ; or when the 
exhalation is fo compat, that onthe one 
fide or others it hath fome parts which ap- 
pear as the appendices of it, or joyned 


‘to the main exhalation, fomewhat thinner 


then ite So that the fire running in the 


‘main part ont-right » it skips asic goes un- 
-tothofe parts on the fides, making chem to 


flame alfo; which being quickly performed, 
the fire feemsto leap and dance even as 
wanton Goats are wont to do. 


OF Spears or Darts. 


This Meteor fheweth it felf in ftreams,; 
and is of Naturalifts called a Spear or 
Dart. It is according tocMeuror, fol. 119. 
generatedswhen a great quantity of exhala- - 
tions hot and dry, are fet on fire inthe 
midft; and becanfe tke matter is not fo 
compact, that it fhould foon rend or tear 
(as when chunder is caufed) the fire breaks 
out at the edges of the cloud, kindling che 
thin fumes, which fhoot out in a great 
numhber,like to fiery Spears or Darts and 
their ftreaming or flafhing is fo much the 


filts happens to be thinner. 
There 
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 ‘There'was an apparicion of this Meteor 


feen in London in the yeer of our Lord. 
1560. on the 30 day of Jaxwary about 


eight aclock at night, che airin all other — 


places being very dark; burt in the Norch- 
Faft (where this cloud burned) it was ve- 
ry light ; aslight (faith my Author ) as 
when the day breaketh » coward the Sun- 


tifing s infomuch that the plain fhaddow 


of things oppofite were feen. The edge 
of this cloud was fafhioned like a Rain- 
bow, but in colour very bright, and often. 
times cafting forth (almoft) innumerable 
Darts of wonderful length» like unto 
fquibs that are caftinthe air ; only with 
this difference, that they move more {wift 
then fquibs. Now thefe Meteors are ob- 
ferved to appear moftly in the North and 
North-Eaft parts of the Heavens. 


Of Pillars or Beams. 


Thefe feveral Meteors in their various 
forms are moftly caufed when the exhala- 
tion hoc and dry; being very long, but not 
very broad, and attraéted or drawn be- 
yond che middle region of the Air, is fet 
on fire all ac once, and fo burneth like a log 
or great beam.

5» Of Torches; or Fire- brands. 


Thefe apparitions are generated, when 


the exhalation being hor and dry, is drawn 


up beyond the middle region of the Air ; 
the matter of which ic confifts being long 
and broad; partly by irs own heat , and 
partly by the heat of che place ic 1s atera~ 
ros is fet on fire at the end thereof, in 

the

the higheft region ofthe Airs and burneth 
like a Torch or Candle, untill the whole 
fubftance thereof be confumed and quite 


Waited. And the reafon why it fhoutd burn, 


at one end rather then at the others is, bes 
caufe it isfong, & ftandeth upright,having 
the moft ofits afpiring matter in the top, 
which toucheth the heat in the fiery Regi- 
on. And in this ftatton afcending upwarasic 
cometh to pafsthac when the upper end is 
advanced fully tothe heat of che upper te- 
sion; it is then and chere fired, and con- 
fumeth by degrees: atidthen as a Torch 
or Lamp » when all che matter that feeds 
the flame thereof is fpent; it ceafes to burn 
any longer. 


6. Of flying Sparks. 


cuntille volantes, ot flying Sparks » aré 
caufed when the matter of the exhalation 
is equally cifperfed , and in all parts alike 
thin, but not compacted 5 knitor joyned 
together: and being not clofely joyned, 
fome part of it being carryed up into the 
higher region, by the force of the heat 
thereof it is fet on fires before another parc 
of ic that cometh up.after ic ; and being 


thus kindled by degrees 5 it flyeth oben 
ike 
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‘like Sparkles ont of a Chimney » ‘as when 


Sawduft or any fuch like matter is caft-into 
the fires- infomuch that che thin-pated vul- 


gar people fuppofe an infinite number of 


Srars to fall down from the’ Heavens , 
whereas it is nothing elfe- but the exhala- 
tion that is thin,and kindled in many parts, 
fparkling thus. 

Some callthis Meteor Stipula Ardenss 


or burning Stubble. 


I remember in the year of our Lord 
1640. to have {een this apparition at Ox- — 
ford, being neer the place called Fryer- 
Bacons Study,one Sunday night ; but what 
Month or Week ic was , I donor now re- 


member. But this is {till frefh in my mind, 


that the Sparks flew in a very ftrange and 
fierce manner towards Oxford, and came 
from che South-Eaft parts of the Heavens; 


but whether che motion thereof was cau- 


fed by the wind; or nor, cannot fay: for 
as then my knowledge in the fecrets of na- 
ture was but mean, (as indeed, yet it iss) 
I being then very young ; fo my notice 
and obfervation of this apparition was 
proportionable, 

» But this I know (and fo do many hun- 
dreds more) that within a fhore fpace 
after, Oxford did undergo fuch a Renova- 
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tion afid chatige, as it had not in fonie 
‘hundreds of years before : Yet I dare not 


place the principal grounds of Oxfords 
--vifitations and iufferings cherein. 
Of hooting Stars. 


Stelle Cadentes, or fhooring Stars, are 
caufed (if we will believe AMeuror, and he 
may be believed) when the Exhalation be: J .. 
ing hotand dry,is gathered together into § 
a round heap or lump as ic were; but F 
not fo throughly compacted, nor yet fof ., 
apt to.a(cend as orher fumes or Exhalati- 
ons : Which isthe chief reafon (among 
many) that it is beaten back again, when fi, 
ic comes neer the cold confines of the fy 
middle Region ; and fo hovering aloft, 
by an Antiperiftafis , or repulfion bv che 
contrary On every part, ic is fet on fire: 
and then fliding away, ic appears as if 4 
‘Scar fell down, or were thrown downto 
the Earth. 

Sometimes thefe Meteors are genet ated 
afcer another manner: for che exhalatis

Now againtt this later opinion there 
are two cleer exceptions, the firft whereof 
he is this: Ic is molt certain, chofe Me- 
fhoot or fall as often obliquely, as 
perpendicular or downeright; and fo I 

have feen chem often to fall: Therefore ic 
{0 fF cannot receive its fhining (as it is urged) 
The fecond exception is chis--In its fal= 
cn Bling » ic appeareth to fight much bigger 
then any fixed Scar chac is fixed in the 
ofts Reichch Sphear; (yea fometimes bigger 
then Phofphorus (as I have feen) which is 
the biggett co fight of che feven Erratick 
Stars, and therefore is by fome called 
The greaceft or faireft 
ofall ;becanfe fhe is feen fo glorious 
ted athe evenings, when no other ftars ape 
atl" Bear, or rather before they appear) and 
eat appeareth leffer and leffer , asic comes 
One Beerer the Earth: whereas if it were 
ul” direct line by the

of aflars ic would at its createft diftance 
, from us appear leaft full of light, asa ftac 
in his Apogzon or Aphzlion : And would 
fhewsic felf fulleft of light when ic doth 
approximate us ; even as a ftar ip his Pe- 
rigzon or Perihelion : but we fee the con- 
trary to be apparently true ; therefore 1c 
cannot be kindled this way: yet fome have 
thought ic might eafily be demonftrated, 

Epicurms his Opinion couching this 


Meteor is , that the ftars fall out of the 


Firmament, and that by the fall of them, 
both Thunder and Lightning is canfed. 
For the Lightning (faith he ) is nothing 
elfe but the fhining of the ftar that fal- 
leth; which falling into a watery cloud, 
and being quenched in it, caufeth that 
great noyle which is called Thunder , even 


ashot Iron maketh a noyfe by its being 


caft into che water. 

I fhall not much queftion this opinion 
of Epicurus ; nor trouble my felf ro play 
the Critique with him about it: Although 
the learned Phyfician and Philofopher As» 


dreas Argolus affords me good ground fow 


to do, in Tom.1. fol.29. of his Epheme- 
Tides ; where he fhews chat the Sun and 
all che Planets are vaft diftances from the 


Firmament ; yeas many millions of miles. 


Yet 
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Yer I fuppofes may modeftly demand 
of any holding this opinion, If the Orbs of 
the Erratique ftars' be fo valt a diftance 
fronthe Firmamenty as Argol averreth 
Why fhould not the eighth Sphears wz. 
the Sphear of the fixed flats, be at fullas 
greac a diftance (if not greater) chen 
them? (unlefs they conclude the eighth 
fphear tobe the firmament ; which I pre- 
fame they do nor; becanfe it is contrary ro 
the rules of Altronomy.) And if hence ic. 
fhall be fuppofed that the fixed flars are any 
fpace (be ic lictle or much) diftant from 
the firmament, why then fhould any be 
foridiculous as to-affirm that they may 
or do, fall from, or out of the firmament ? 
Buc I fhall pafs this over, and leave rhe 
difcuffion.co abler Penss and conclude with 
the divine Poet. 


That fhooting flars, thofe fome do fondly call, |

8. Of Ilaminations or {eattering fire. 


This (cattering fires or illuminations ap- 
Maring in the uppermoft parce of the 
lbweft Region, is caufed when many ex- 
lalations hor and are drawn up in- 
_ to 
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to the middle Region of the air, and rhere 


- meeting with many cold clouds are fent 


back again. Which.violent and forcible 
motions backward and forward; are the 
occafion of irsbeing fet-on fire: And the 
parts thereof being not equally thick or 
joyned togethers feemeth to the beholders. 


_ as if fire were {catered or fpread in theair. 


Yea, fometimes the whole air feemeth to 
burn, and all the Heavens do appéar on 
fire :as they did in the year 1574. on the 
fifteenth day of (March, as is recorded by 
Stow, in his Abridgment. 

Dr Fulks faith » At fuchan apparition 
as this, the whole Air feemeth co burn, as 
though ic would rain fire from Heaven ; 
and fo (faith he) it hath come to pafs,that 
whole Cities and Towns have been fired. 


9. Of the Tenis or foolifh fire. 


This foolifh fire is fo called (faith Dr. 
Swan) not thatic hurteth any» but only 
feareth or fcareth fools; and is generated 
of a far and oyly exhalation, which 1s 
heavie,in regard of the glutinous matter of 
which it confifts ; by reafon of which qua- 
lity, the cold of the night beats it back 


_ again, when ic ftriveth to afcend upward: 
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through which ftrife and violent. motion 
or rofling, it is fet on fire, and falls down- 


- ward, according to chat of Dubart. in Sec 


days work, 


threxhalation hot and oyly prove, 
_ And yet (as feeble) giveth light above, 
To th’airy regions everlalting fioft 
Iaceffantly th’apt tinding flame is toft, 
Till it inflame ; then like a (quib it falls, 
Or fire-ving’d fhafts, or fulph’ry powder-balls. 


And being thus fired, ic pafferh forward 
and backward, upward and downward, 
according tothe motion of che Air in a 
Glenc night, by gentle gales, nor go:ng cr 
moving exactly roward one point. Notes 
thac if che wind be high » or any way 
fharply ftirring, this Apparition or Me- 
teor cannot appear at all, For the wind 


difperfes the matter whereof ic is madcs 


and will notfuffer ic cobe conjoyned. 
This kind of lightis often feen in hor 
and fenny Countreys, and in fuch places 
where there is abundance of fat and un- 
ious matter ; asin, Church-yards, 
where through the corruption and putre- 
fiction of many dead bodies there buryed, 
the earth is full of fuch fubftance ; as alfo 
in 
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‘the body; rhus-+----Ufually where 


in places where many battles have been 


fought. 
And this Meteor appearing in thefe 


places (as indeed thereis mott re:fon it 


fhould)the ignorant and fuperftitious peo- 
ple have thought them tobe the fouls and 
{pirits of men departed 5 and accordingly 
have ftood in a kind of flavifh fear of 
them. 
Henry Cornelius Agrippa (li.4. de occult 


Philof. prope finem ) augmenteth co this er- § 


tor very much, andendeavours to render 
pobable reafons of the fouls mourning 
(as he calls ic)~qver his guondam partner, 


are buryed; you fhallfee many nodturnal 
Vifions,Monfters,and other hideous fhapes 
to appear; and chis is the reafon that walk- 
ing Over fuch places in the night time, it 
is the more terrible. And more efpecially 


where executed bodies are buryed» and § 


where dead fouldiers that have [oft their 
lives in battel are buryed by heaps : for 
(faith he ) the facred rices of buryal being 
denied to dead bodies , hinder the fouls 
going further {admitable ! and right o¢cult

places. And when at the Jaft they happen - 


inco their road again, and ger home; (with 


their hair‘an end; and themfelves fweating 


and ftaring) they fall a celling their friends

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ftrange and incredible ftories ; how that 
fome devil or fpirit in the likenefs of fire, © 


hath fed them out of their way, I cannor 
(nor they neither very well, or truly ) tell 
how farsor how long timesand thar it came 
fa neer them, it would have done them 
hurt, had not their prayers or fome hea- 
venly cogitations ( fuch no doubr as ama- 
zedmen are capable of) diverted ir. Whén 
notwithftanding, allthis while, the great 


dangers thofe poor ignorant wretches |

Effex, where this Meteor fixed it felf to

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perfwaded. Bue that there are either Ane 
gels or Spirits, good or bad, within the 
compafs or power of man’s invocations or 
commands , I fetioufly proreft Fam yet to 
believe. Or chat all people that pretend 
to be endued with the Spiric of Prophecie, 
_are really poffeffed thereof , Ideem wor- 
thy the {canning and confidering, before 
we too haftily concede thereunto, 

I am noc ignorance of the many ftrange 
and wonderful relations that pafs for cut- 
rantamong the fons of men,concerning Az- 
gels, Spirits, Prophecies, Telifmss &c. and 
of fome perfons being (as they pretend) fo 
far illuminated, thac they are (by many 
believed to be) able to Prophefie of 


things particular rohappen. So common 


and general are thefe catching errors be- 
come, that ic is now, a most difficult 
and hard matter to distinguifh a Plow-man 

from a natural Philofopher by hws difcour fe. 
And (as one learnedly obferves ) as in 
former times, it was arare matter co finde 
[even wife men in the world: Ic is now as 
difficule and croublefome; to difcover the 
fame number of fools, Every man (almoft) 
that hath fcarcely arrived at the happinefs 
of reading a Horn-book, accounts all 
things chat come within the Parcimeter or 
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compafs. of Difcourfe ; beneath him and 
his Gemus (as it is now as commonly as 
ignorantly worded) that createth not of 
the raifing of Spirits, of fome Periapt, 
mulet, or (Magical Charm or Spell ; or of 
Theurgie or the Chriftal ( forfooth ) in 
which fome pretend co fhew mens faces: 
(their other ends, they may as well and as 
truly.) And (that which I moft difdain 
tochink of ) thefe fuperlative vanities, 
(co fay no worfe of them) are commonly — 
mined with, and masked under, the honeft 
and liberal eArt of Affrologie : and the 
chief [pretended] promulgers thereof, are 
neither affraid or afhamed to be the only 
favourers of fuch fictions.

Hihierocles the Stoick, had fo highan 
Opinion and efteem of him, that he deem- 
ed him a better many and one of more power 
then Chrift, the Saviour of the Worla ; Nays 
fuch was the dotage of many people in 
thofe dayes (a {pice of which, We in ours 
ftill retain) chat they accounted him a 
man fomuch excelling the very betft fore 
of men, that they thought him too facred 
to be lightly fpoken of.

attributed unto times and feafons '| or elfe 
his Gentwre was remarkable and prodigi- 
ous for fuch purpofes, | wny not , as well 
as Cornelius Agrippa’s?| that the moft 
Orthodox themfelves began ro deem him 
vefted with power fufficient for a Deity ;
